Inadvertently, the definition for No. 5 size etandard peas was 
omitted from the propce ed definitions and standards for peas, as endorsed by the 
Directors for submission to the Joint Committee on Definitions and Standards. A 
corrected copy has now been sent to pea cenners. 


English i.uthority Derides Canned Foods Alarmists. 


Quoting Sir James Crichton-rowme, on food scares, on article 
from the xeat Trades’ Journel of London, which is given below, serves to call at- 
tention to the fact that tne world would be far better off if we were net sub- 
jected to periodice] sensational stetements by men of meagre information regarding 
food, escribing all menner of humen ills to foods to which for some reason the 
writer has an aversion. 


During the last few months the Frencli papers have given sut a 
statement as coming from a noted scientific man thet raw vegetables were likely 
to produce a cancer and have werned egainst their consumption. On the other hand, 
en English surgeon has sug.ested that the increase of cancer has been contempor- 
aneous with the increase in the use of preserved foods and hae warned against 
tneir consumption. 
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The wernings are contradictory to each other and both ere ridicur 
lous. Both of them seize on a single condition of our complex life. If cancer 
has increased in the last twenty years, it would be just as sensible to attribute 
it to the increase in the use of automobiles as in any particuler article of diet. 


The deat Trader' Journal article follows: 


"Sir James Crichton-5rovmme, speaking at the annual dinner of the 
Institute of Yertified Grocers, in London, said the Ministry of Health had re- 
cently appointed a Committee to inouire into the use of preservatives and colour 
ing matters. It was regrettable that the appointment of that Committee should 
have been made the reason for certain alarmist statements. For instance, a lead= 
ing journel recent)y said: ‘The present-day character of our foodstuffs is large~ 
ly responsible for our physical defects, and for our low standard of heelth.' 
The present-day character of our foodstuffs was, on the contrary, largely to be 
thanked for the extraordinary improvement that had taken place in our national 
health, and for the disappearance of many physical defects. 


"That", said Sir Jemes, was a sufficient answer to such ribald 
nonsense as was being talked. io doubt there wes room for improvement, but speak 
ing generelly, he would sey that dengers lurked not so largely in preserved foods 


ae in fresh foode in the larder. Food wes slweys a happy hunting ground of the 
faddist."
